Dedicated to Cambridge University, which had 


granted Dvorak an Honorary degree, this symphonic over- 
ture is one of a cycle of three which were composed in 
Prague in 1891. They were to be performed as a unit 
and to be called by the general title of Nature, Life and 
Love, They were first performed in Prague at a concert 
made up entirely of Dvorak's works on April 28, 1802. 
Later the composer gave them more programmati¢ 


names, In Nature's Realm, Carnaval and Othello, and 
published them separately. 


This melodious work has been unjustly neglected 
in the concert hall, and as far as we can trace, this is 
the first recording. In program music Dvorak is happiest 
when he does not follow concrete descriptive lines, but 
instead approaches some form such as the sonata or 
overture. This overture is cast in the form of a classical 
sonata movement, It is brilliantly recorded by the Chicago 


Symphony Orchestra under the late Frederick Stock. 


On the last side is a reissue of Josef Suk's Polka 
“Peacocks at Play” from the Fairy Tale Suite, Op. 16, 
written in 1900. The recording, though not new, is still 
clear and vital, Its reinstatement in the catalogue should 
please the host of admirers of Dvorak’s favorite pupil 
and son-in-law.
